The body of William Manning, 24, also of 
Waukegan, was recovered by divers at 2 



p.m., on Sunday, April 4. As of press time, 
Monday, April 5, divers were still searching 
for the body of Johnny Haling, 18, whose 
family owns Haling's. Resort, the boat's 
destination. 

Divers from Antioch, Fox Lake, Liber-" 
tyville and Waukegan, Lake County's Un- 
derwater Recovery Team, boats from Fox 
Lake, Antioch, and the Lake County Sheriff's 
Dept., and Antioch's Explorer Post were all 
involved in the search. 

A U.S. Coast Guard helicopter took to the

Can punishment fit crime?

Do you believe that people, who plead or 
are proven guilty of a crime , should be^ 
punished for punishment's sake or do you 
believe such punishment should be 
rehabilitating and should serve to deter 
others from committing the same crime? 

Although many of us have been 
disolusioned by judicial leniency, that seems 
to simply spank the wrists ofthe guilty, I've 
recently read about two judges that prac- 
ticed the latter two ideas despite heavy crit- 
cism. 

The first is a story well-known to people 
who live on the border of two states with con- 
flicting legal drinking ages. ^ 

A pretty high, school girl was returning 
from a New Year's Eve party at which she 
had nothing stronger to drink- than Coca 
Cola. As she was within a couple of blocks of 
her home, a car came careening around a 
curve on her side of the road, smashed into 
her tiny Volkswagon, instantly, crushing her 
to death. ... 

The driver of the other car, a good-looking 
teenager, was charged with driving while un- 
der the influence of plcohol and reckless 
homicide. , : ' 

Despite the pleas of the girl's parents that 
the young man get the maximum penalty 
called for in such cases with a first offender, 
a year imprisonment, the judge recinded his 
driver's license and sentenced him to relive 
the horror of that fateful New Year's Eve by 



spending his days relating the incident, his 
feelings, and the consequences of his. totally 
irresponsible act. 

The judge was highly criticized for this ac- 
tion and lost a much wanted promotion 
because 6f it. 

He still says that his sentence would be the 
same if such a case were brought in front of ■ 
him again explaining, "I do not think siting 
in front of a prison tv set watching soap 
operas for a year would serve any purpose. 

His beief is that constantly talking about 
the incident will emblazon it on the boy's 
memory like no prison sentence ever could 
and that hearing how it feels to kill another 
human being first hand might stop other 
teens from going through the same thing. 

Just last week another judge heard the 
case of a man who admitted to the mercy_ 
killing of his aged brother who was dying an 
extremely painful death caused by an in- 
curable cancer. 

Instead of sentencing a 70-year-old man to 
prison, the judge remanded that he spend 
time doing volunteer work in-a nursing home 
helping people in the same condition that his 
brother was in. 

Our prisons were filled with repeat of- 
fenders, proof that in all cases simple, in- 
carceration is fruitless at the taxpayers' ex- 
pense.^ J£ ' 

Maybe there are times when the old prac- 
tice of making the punishment fit the crime 
isn't a bad idea.

The Antioch Rescue Squad announces 
Medic Alert Week from April 4 to 10; 

Twenty-six years ago, Medic Alert .was for- 
med because of a near fatal accident to a 
teenager. - ~~ 

In the summer, of 1953 in Turlock, Calif., a'f. 
high school student named Linda Collins cut 
herself while playing with an air rifle. 

Her father and mother were away from 
home so a neighbor took Linda to the hospital 
for treatment. 

. The attending physician gave Linda a sen- 
sitivity test to tetanus antitoxin in case she 
was allergic. Unfortunately; she was highly 
allergic to the test,, went into a coma for 
three days and almost d|ed. := : ' 

.Her father, physician Dr. Marion C. ■ 
Collins, determined to prevent this from hap 1 
pening again to Linda, designed a silver 
bracelet bearing the insignia of the medical 
profession on the front with the words, 
'♦Medic Alert." 



On the back was engraved the warning: 
"Allergic to Horse Serum," the liquid vehicle 
used at the time for tetanus.antitoxin. 

Convinced that bracelets or necklaces with 
medical messages could help save lives and 
speed treatment in emergencies, Dr. Collins 
investigated the feasibility of establishing a 
nonprofit, charitable organization to provide 
a lifeline to those who might be unable to ask 
for help in critical situations. 

He surmised that people with medication 
allergies, diabetes, -hypertension, heart 
problems and myriad others with medical 
problems could find themselves in situations . 
where 1 improper diagnosis anil treatment 
might cost them their lives. 

After years of planning and consulting. with 
fellow- physicians, nurses, law enforcement 
agencies, and national leaders, he 
established the Medic Alert Foundation In- 
ternational in April, 1956: 

Unlike many nonprofit, charitable' 



organizations though, Medic Alert has not 
received any federal or state funds. 

It is maintained' by enrollment of new 
members and by grants and contributions 
from individuals, corporations and other 
foundations. _ 

Since its birth in 1956, Medic Alert has ex- 
perienced phenomenal growth, over 1.2 
million members in the ' U.S. and some 
600,000 in the 16 affiliated foundations in- 
ternationally. 

More than 7,000 new members join Medic 
Alert in the U.S. each month. It is no wonder: 
The Medic Alert* Foundation estimated that 
one out of five Americans has a hidden 
medical condition. 

Medic Alert is a comprehensive 24-hbur 
emergency medical identification system; 
The emblem is backed up with' an' annually 
issued wallet card 4hat carries additional 
medical and personal information. 

Both emblem and card carry the telephone 
number of Medic Alert's emergency medical 



information center which contains all the in- 
formation the member and physician believe 
necessary for emergency treatment. 

This information is available within secon- 
ds to emergency personnel via. a collect 
telephone call.
